J. A. Thurston's Farm Buildings 
- Completely Destroyed Mon 
day Night. 

The thunder shower Monday 
night, was a bad one, the like of 
Which has never been known here 
before, at this season of the year, 
so say our oldest residents. 

It began shortly after six o’clock 
and continued about four hours 
during which time the flashes of 
ligbtDing were almost incessant. 
The heaviest erasl^ and the one 
that did the damage came about 
minutes past nine. It 
struck the barn of J. A. Thurston 
in Mayville, and in a very short 
time the roof was in complete 
flames. 

Mr. Thurston and his entire fanr 
ily had retired, and although they 
heard the terrible crash, they did 
not suspect danger until tlmflameg 
from the burning stable shone in 
their windows and summoned 
them from their imminent danger. 
Mr. Thurston and his men sought 
at once to rescue the stock in the 
stable and _ barn, but though the 
flames had been at their work 
scarcely ten minutes, they had 
made such desperate headway, and 
the barn was so tilled with smoke 
that it was impossible for them to 
do much. A yoke of oxen tied 
near the door, was saved; they al¬ 
so succeeded in cutting the halters 
on two of the horses, but the ani¬ 
mals were so frightened that noth 
ing could be done with them save 
to leave them to perish in the 
flames and smoke. 

From stable to barn, from barn 
to shed, from shed to ell, from ell 
to house the flames rushed forward 
with all their wild and frenzied 
fury, and in scarcely one short 
hour, one of the best sets of farm 
buildings in the town of Bethel, 
lay in ashes. 

Finding it impossible to save 
anything in the stable or barn, ev¬ 
eryone rushed to the main house 
and by working like tigers sue. 
ceeded in getting out a large part 
of the furniture.

Chop four pounds of round beef very 
fine, remove all the fat and add-to it 
three dozen of small crackers rolled 
fine, four beaten eggs, one cup of milk, 
one tablespoonful of ground mace, two 
of black pepper and one tablespoonful 
of melted butter. Mix well and put it 
In a tin pan that just fits it, packing 
in well. Baste with butter and water 
and bake two hours in a slow oven.

Cover and cook 20 minutes. Strain 
through a sieve. Beat the whites of 
three eggs until partly light, add them 
to the tomato, bring to a boil and boil 
rapidly for five minutes. Strain 
through two thicknesses of cheese¬ 
cloth. Reheat, season with two tea- 
spoonfuls of salt and serve with tiny 
cubes of toasted bread. 

UoW to Make Lemon DnmpUngs, 

Take half a pound q£ bread crumbs, 
half a pound of suet chopped very fine, 
two ounces of flour, a tablespoonful 
of powdered sugar, the juice and half 
the grated rind of a lemon, Mix, make 
into eight dumplings,' tie in floured 
cloths and boll for one hour, 

HoW to Frappe Cranberries. 

The cranberries are stewed a few 
Moments with more Water than is used 
when making the sauce. Two cupfuls 
of water to a quart of cranberries is 
about the right proportion. They are 
then taken from the fire and strained 
through a cloth, sweetened with two 
cups of sugar and boiled again till the 
sugar Is entirely dissolved. Before 
freezing to the consistency of any ice 
the juice of two lemons is added.

PENNSYLVANIA MOVING FOR BETTER 
HIGHWAYS. 


State Commiaalon to Prepare Meas¬ 
ures to Ae Preaented to the Legis¬ 
lature — Farmcra’ and Taxpayer*’ 
Intcreata to Be Considered. 

“The roads-and highways of Penn¬ 
sylvania in nearly every portion of the 
state are a standing disgrace, and it is 
imperative that," a step forward shall 
be made so that- good roads may be 
assured in the near future.” " These 
were the words of Hibberd B. Wor¬ 
rell, who was elected president -of the 
Pennsylvania state road commission at 
a meeting of that body in Philadelphia 
recently. The members of the Cbm- 
mission, who were recently appointed 
by Governor Stone, are A. J, Cassatt, 
William L. Elkins, H. C. Breckinridge, 
ex-Governor Beaver, H. C. Snavely and 
H. B. Worrell. The single object in 
view is the consideration of the whole 



A SOFT ROAD. 

[From L. A. W. Bulletin.] 
subject of roadmaking and the prep¬ 
aration of a comprehensive measure on 
the subject, to be submitted to the next 
legislature in January, 1901. 

The president of the 1 commission, Mr. 
Worrell, has been for more than .ten 
years an earnest student of the vari¬ 
ous road systems in Pennsylvania and 
other states, add he is at present chair¬ 
man of the state highway committee 
of the League of American Wheelmen. 
He is the right man in the right place 
and as the head of the commission 
will be able to furnish valuable infor¬ 
mation on the question at Issue. In 
discussing the matter he continued: 

“There is nothing more important to* 
a state than good roads, and it cannot 
he denied that under the present super- 
visorship System in this state there is 
not much hope for improvement. Just 
how bad the system is can perhaps 
he best indicated in words by stating 
that year after year sufficient money 
has been collected in the shape,of road 
taxes not only to maintain improved 
highways, but also to extend the work 
of making new roads. Progress has 
been impossible because of the great 
waste of the people's money, which It 
must be admitted can hardly be avoid¬ 
ed under the prevailing system. •**' 

“Our commission must consider first 
of all the Interests of the farmers, 
who are large taxpayers and are per¬ 
haps the least able to bear the burden. 
We desire to prepare a law which will 
give them good roads, so .that they 
will be able to get their products' to 
market without increasing the burden 
of taxation. 

“We should, of course, have state 
aid, and there should pe provided a 
system of supervision different from 
the present, The new township gov¬ 
ernment hill Is a good law and Is an 
Improvement on the old one, but it af¬ 
fects only a few townships, which will, 
I have no doubt, be greatly benefited. 
One feature of the present law now in 
force in nearly every township which 
Is very objectionable is the privilege 
extended to some to work out their 
road tax. This should be abolished, for 
the reason that the farmers and oth- 
•ers who are given' 1 the privilege put 
their own people to work on the roads, 
men and boys who are generally in¬ 
competent, and bad work is the re¬ 
sult. Thus there is a waste in the tax¬ 
payers’ money in that feature of the 
present system. 

“Beyond a doubt the present methods 
must be revolutionized, but just what 
shall be done is the problem which we 
must solve. If a system could be de¬ 
vised whereby roads could be built by 
Contract, the taxpayers’ money could 
be made to go much further than it 
does at present. The cost of construc¬ 
tion would be less because of the com¬ 
petition.” 

Secretary Hamilton of the Pennsyl¬ 
vania department of agriculture says 
fi good road, dry, solid, smooth and of 
easy giade, *ls ho longer to be classed 
among the luxuries, but It is a business 
necessity not only to the farmer, but 
to every Industry and enterprise In the 
state. The manufacturers, merchants, 
the railroad lines, the boroughs and the 
cities are equally benefited by Improv¬ 
ed highways, with the farmer who re¬ 
sides In the Immediate vicinity of the 
country road. 

“Heretofore our public" roads have 
been maintained by the citizens in 
whose districts these roads are found,” 
continued Mr. Hamilton, “There are 
at present about iOO.OOO miles of coun¬ 
try roads in Pennsylvania, which cost 
annually about $4,000,000, of about $40 
per mile, to maintain. When the un¬ 
serviceable condition of these roads Is 
considered, notwithstanding the enor¬ 
mous sums expended annually for their 
repair, the conclusion is forced that 
there Is something radically wrong 
with a ‘system’ that has this part of 
our public business In control, 

“An examination of the fact shows 
that there is no single system of road 
management in this state, but' many, 
and In most of the 1,500 townships 
which the state includes there are no 
continuous boards of supervisors. The 
officials change every year, and as a 
consequence no well considered plan 
for road Improvement Is possible while 
this condition exists.”

ECHOES FROM 

JTHE SIXTIES. 

Official Report of One of the Most 
Bloody Conflicts of the Civil 
War. 

[Continued from last week.] 

Soon the shouts of the enemy 
immediately in our front, warned 
us that they were advancing, and 
every man stood ready to receive 
them, feeling that on him alone, 
depended the issue of the battle. 
The shock came at last, and almost 
in an instant, the regiment on my 
right was overpowered by num¬ 
bers and obliged to give way, and 
before the situation could be com¬ 
prehended, the enemy were swarm¬ 
ing on both flanks of my regiment, 
and pouring a murderous fire into 
our ranks from right to left which 
1 was returned by my men with 
good effect. At this critical mo¬ 
ment, I received orders to fall back, 
and giving them a heavy volley, 
retired slowly and in good order. 

My regiment was obliged to re¬ 
treat a long distance across an op¬ 
en field without cover, and here 
many of my men fell. On reach¬ 
ing the first cover, I rallied my 
command and retired in good or¬ 
der, the enemy having been repuls¬ 
ed by the batteries, 
Notwithstanding the disadvan¬ 
tage of the position and the over¬ 
powering force of the enemy, all 
my officers and men fought with 
desperate bravery, and with an en¬ 
ergy that deserved better success. 

In this engagement I lost in 
killed, wounded, and missing, six 
officers and seventy men, making 
a total for the day, nine officers 
and eighty-eight men, as follows :

In the county of Down, Ireland, is a 
steel plate roadway, known as the Ben- 
brook and Newry Electric railway. It 
is only three miles long and has a rise 
of 180 feet. It has been in operation 
for 16 years. It is an ordinary railway 
of three foot gauge. All the trains are 
mixed trains, passenger and goods or 
freight combined. The passenger line 
is built .of ordinary steel rails, outside 
of and adjoining which is a lower line 
of steel rails. 

The wagons, without flanges on the 
wheels, run on the lower outside rails. 
The inner rails for the cars are high 
enough above the outer rail to act as a 
guide to the wagons, keeping them on. 
the track. On either end of the line 
the wagons are detached from the 
train and taken to their destination 
over the regular streets and roads by 
horses. There are no terminal charges, 
so the cost of handling is light. There 
is no delay or difficulty in getting the 
wagons on or off the ends of the line. 
The cost of the road, including land 
and all, was about $77,860.

Three New Cruisere Planned by the 

Construction Board. 

Vor Fighting Power, Speed and En¬ 
durance They Beat Anythin* 
Yet Planned at Home or 
Abroad. 

No warships of such fighting power 
have ever before been planned abroad 
or at home as the three cruisers whose 
details have just been practically com¬ 
pleted by the admirals of the naval 
construction board. They, are really 
most formidable battleships, with.the 
Speed and staying powers of an ocean 
liner. Never has such a tremendous 
battery been mounted afloat as the 
California, the Nebraska and the West 
Virginia will carry. Sixty-six fixed 
guns constitute their armament and 
their magazines are to hold over 400 
' tons of ammunition, t 

The board has given these ships 
13,000 tons displacement, 23 knots 
speed, and, with coal bunker capacity 
of 2,000 tons, a steaming radius of 7,000 
miles. They will be the only ships in 
the navy literally armored all over, 
their protection extending from below 
the water line above the entire 
superstructure. In appearance they 
will mark a notable departure from ex¬ 
isting cruisers and battleships of their 
class, in that they will stand pauch 
higher out of the water, giving better 
distribution of batteries and quarters 
and making them most impressive. 
Among the novelties, the tower decks 
will be covered with ljnoleum, all wood¬ 
work reduced to a minimum and fire¬ 
proofed, the magazines covered with 
non-conductors of heat, and cooled by 
refrigerating apparatus; coal bunkers 
arranged for .extremely rapid filling 
and emptying, automatic water-tight 
doors between all compartments oper¬ 
ating from several stations, fire main 
laid below the protective deck, laundry 
for 75 men, and a machine shop. Space 
is provided for six months’ provisions, 
tanks for 8,000 gallons of drinking wa¬ 
ter, and an ice machine to make three 
tons a day, and a distilling plant for 
10,000 gallons a day. Electricity will 
operate the turret-turning gear, blow¬ 
ers for ventilation, mechanical bread 
mixer, laundry, ammunition hoists, 
gun rammers and air compressors for 
torpedoes. 

The armament will consist of 66 guns, 
distributed as follows: Main battery, 
four eight-inch breech-loading rifles of 
45 caliber length; 14 six-inch rapid fire 
rifles of 50 caliber length. Secondary 
battery, all rapid fire, 18 14-pounders, 
12 three-poundeps, four one-pounder 
automatic, four one-po-under single 
shot, two three-inch field guns and two 
gatlihgs, In addition the hand .bat¬ 
tery will include 300 magazine rifleB 
and 200 revolvers.
